HOUSE OF CORR ll FION.

The New Mluucture—A l'lun Agreed Upon by
thie Commitice of Connclis.

At a meeting of the Committee of Couneils
on House of Correclion held yeslerday, the
following plan of structure was agreed upon,
nud will be reported to Couneils to.day: —

he main building will have a brown-stons

front, four stories in height. In the centre f

of the building will be a chapel, the roof
rising far nbove that of the main structure,

Upon each side of this connecting building
are three wings, each about 200 feet long,

standing parallel with each other, while at the
rear end there projects on either side another
wing, at an angle of 30 degrees with the main
slructure, the whole covering an area of over
4110 square feet,

This projected House of Correction will
accommodate comfortably 2000 persons. The
